MS-13 Declared a Criminal Group

The move allows U.S. 
to go after finances 
of ultra-violent gang 

Washington 

The Obama administration on 
Thursday declared the ultra-violent 
street gang MS-13 to be an interna- 
tional criminal group, an unprec- 
edented crackdown targeting the 
finances of the sprawling U.S. and 
Central American gang infamous 
for hacking and stabbing victims 
with machetes. 

The Treasury Department for- 
mally designated MS-IS, or Mara 
Salvatrucha, a transnational crim- 
inal organization. The aim is to 
freeze it out of the U.S. financial 
system and seize what are estimated 
to be millions of dollars in criminal 
profits from drug and human smug- 
gling and other crimes committed 
in this country. 

The group established itself 
in Los Angeles before spreading 
across the U.S., said Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement Special 
Agent Jason Shatarsky, an MS-13 
expert assigned to ICE’s national

gang unit. The group’s violence — 
using a machete to hack a victim to 
death or shooting someone in the 
head in broad daylight, for instance

“They saw a level of violence that 
hadn’t been seen before,” Shatar- 
sky said. 

The gang, which is allied with 
several of Mexico’s warring drug 
cartels, has a strong presence in 


Backstory 

MS-13 was founded by immi- 
grants fleeing El Salvador’s civil 
war more than two decades ago. Its 
founders took lessons learned from 
that brutal conflict to the streets 
of Los Angeles and built a reputa- 
tion as one of the most ruthless and 
sophisticated street gangs, accord- 
ing to Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement Special Agent Jason 
Shatarsky. With as many as 10,000 
members in 46 states, the gang 
has expanded far beyond its initial 
roots. Members are accused of ma- 
jor crimes including murder, kidnap- 
ping, prostitution, drug smuggling 
and human trafficking, (ap) 


Southern California, Washington 
and Northern Virginia, all areas 
with substantial Salvadoran pop- 
ulations. The gang is also active 
throughout Central America, parts 
of Mexico and even Europe. 

ICE Director John Morton 
described the designation as a “pow- 
erful weapon.”

U.S. foreclosure filings dropped to a five-year low in September, hitting 
87,066 — down 12 percent from August and 15 percent from a year earlier — as 
fewer homes were on track to be seized by lenders. It was the second-consecutive 
monthly decline in filings, although there remains a sharp divergence along state 
lines, according to a report Thursday by foreclosure listing firm RealtyTrac Inc. On 
a national level, overall foreclosure filings last month — including home reposses- 
sions— fell? percentfrom August and 16 percent from September2011. (ap) 


Applications for aid 
drop to lowest level 
since February 2008 

Washington 

The number of Americans seek- 
ing unemployment aid plummeted 
last week to seasonally adjusted 
339,000, the lowest level in more 
than four years. The sharp drop, if 
sustained, could signal a stronger 
job market. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that weekly applications 
fell by 30,000 to the fewest since 
February 2008. The four-week 
average, a less volatile measure, 
dropped by 11,500 to 364,000, a 
six-month low. 

The positive figures follow a 
report last week that said the unem- 
ployment rate fell in September to 
7.8 percent. It was the first time 
since January 2009 that the rate 


dropped below 8 percent. 

A Labor Department spokesman 
cautioned that the weekly unem- 
ployment aid applications can be 
volatile, particularly at the start of 
a quarter. And the spokesman said 
one large state accounted for much 
of the decline. The spokesman did 
not name the state. 

Unemployment benefit appli- 
cations are a proxy for layoffs. 
When they consistently drop below 
375,000, it suggests that hiring is 
strong enough to lower the unem- 
ployment rate. 


Some economists said they want 
to see more data before suggesting 
the job market is turning around. 

“Should this level hold for 
another week, it would flag a mean- 
ingful improvement in October 
[hiring],” said Sal Guatieri, senior 
economist at BMO Capital Markets, 
in a note to clients. 

Dan Greenhaus, chief market 
strategist at BTIG LLC, is also 
reserving judgment. “Are things 
that much better? ... Perhaps. We’re 
going to wait for some corroborat- 
ing data.” CHRISTOPHER S. RUGABER (AP)

CDC: 14 Dead as Meningitis Outbreak Grows 


Backstory 

The compounding pharmacy suspected 
in the fungal meningitis outbreak settled a 
lawsuit in 2007 alleging it produced a tainted 
shot that caused a man’s death in 2004. The 
lawsuit, filed in 2004, said a shot from the 
Framingham, Mass.-based New England 
Compounding Center caused William Koch to contract bacterial meningitis 
in 2002. Koch died Feb. 28, 2004, at the age of 83. Bacterial meningitis is 
contagious and much more common than fungal meningitis (ap) 



Washington 

Federal health officials have 
tracked down 12,000 of the roughly 
14,000 people who may have 
received contaminated steroid shots 
in the nation’s growing meningitis 
outbreak, warning Thursday that 
patients will need to keep watch 
for symptoms of the deadly but not 
contagious infection for months. 

“We know that we are not out of 
the woods yet,” Dr. J. Todd Weber 
of the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said as the death 
toll reached 14 across 11 states. 

Of the 170 people sickened in 
the outbreak, all but one have a 
rare fungal form of meningitis 
after receiving suspect steroid 


shots, known as preservative-free 
methylprednisolone acetate, the 
CDC said. Steroid shots can be 
given to treat aching backs, knees, 
shoulders or other joints. 

Fungus has been found in at 
least 50 vials of an injectable ste- 


roid medication made at a spe- 
cialty compounding pharmacy in 
Massachusetts, investigators said. 
Health authorities haven’t yet said 
how they think the medication was 
contaminated at the New England 
Compounding Center. 


Compounding pharmacies 
traditionally supply products 
that aren’t commercially avail- 
able, unlike the steroid at issue in 
the outbreak. And Dr. Madeleine 
Biondolillo of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health said it 
appears the company violated state 
law governing those pharmacies, 
which aren’t supposed to do large- 
scale production like a drug manu- 
facturer. Instead, they’re supposed 
to produce medication for patient- 
specific prescriptions, she said. 

“This organization chose to 
apparently violate the licensing 
requirements under which they 
were allowed to operate,” she told 
reporters Thursday, mike stobbe and

Turkey: Syrian Jet Carried Ammo 


Backstory 

Turkish-Syrian relations have plummeted 
over the conflict in Syria, which has expand- 
ed into a civil war that threatens the stability 
of the Middle East. Syrian opposition activ- 
ists estimate that more than 32,000 people 
have been killed since March 2011, when the 
uprising against President Bashar Assad’s regime began. Turkey has called for 
Assad to step down, while Damascus accuses Turkey of supporting the reb- 
els. The two neighbors have traded artillery fire over Syria’s northern border 
throughout the past week before a plane was stopped on Wednesday, (ap)

Ankara, Turkey 

Escalating tensions with Russia, 
Turkey defended its forced land- 
ing of a Syrian passenger jet en 
route from Moscow to Damascus, 
saying Thursday it was carrying 
Russian ammunition and military 
equipment destined for the Syrian 
Defense Ministry. 

Syria branded the incident pira- 
cy and Russia called the search 
illegal, saying it endangered the 
lives of Russian citizens aboard 
the plane. 


The accusation by Turkish 
Prime Minister Recep Tayyip Erdo- 
gan contradicted denials by both 
Russia and Syria that anything 
illegal had been aboard the Airbus 
A320 that was intercepted over 


Turkish airspace late Wednesday. 

“Equipment and ammunitions 
that were being sent from a Rus- 
sian agency ... to the Sjn'ian Defense 
Ministry” were confiscated from 
the jetliner, Erdogan told report- 


ers in Ankara. “Their examination 
is continuing and the necessary 
[action] will follow.” 

He did not provide details, but 
Turkish media said the seized 
cargo included missile parts as 
well as radio receivers, antennas 
and other military communications 
equipment. Erdogan refused to say 
how — or from whom — Turkey 
had learned that the twice-weekly 
scheduled flight might be used to 
transport military gear to Syria. 

The United States said it backed 
Turkey’s decision to intercept the 
plane. A spokesperson declined to 
comment on Turkish reports that 
the intelligence on the plane’s con- 
tents had come from the United 
States. (AP)

Novelist Mo Yan, whose popular, 
sprawling, bawdy tales bring to life 
rural China, won the Nobel Prize 
for literature Thursday, the first 
time the award has been given to 
a Chinese writer who is not a critic 
of the authoritarian government. 

The state-run national broad- 
caster, China Central Television, 
focused on the prize as emblem- 
atic of China’s now recognized 
status as a great nation. But it also 


ignited renewed criticisms of Mo 
from other writers as too willing 
to serve or too timid to confront a 
government that heavily censors 
artists and authors and punishes 


those who refuse to obey. 

“Mo Yan’s win is not a victory 
for literature. It’s a victory for the 
Communist Party,” Yu Jie, an essay- 
ist and close friend of imprisoned 


Nobel laureate Liu Xiaobo, said on 
his Twitter feed. 

The reactions highlight the 
unusual position Mo holds in Chi- 
nese literature. 

He is a genuinely popular writer 
who is embraced by the Commu- 
nist establishment but who also 
dares, within careful limits, to 
tackle controversial issues such 
as forced abortion. 

Mo greeted the prize with char- 
acteristic low-key indifference. 

“I’ll continue on the path I’ve 
been taking, feet on the ground, 
describing people’s lives, describ- 
ing people’s emotions, writing 
from the standpoint of the ordi- 
nary people,” he said, (ap)

Metro Makeover 


I hope you're sitting down for this. Although if 
you’re not riding the Metro railcar of the future, 
you’re probably not particularly comfortable. 


There’s plenty to get excited 
about when it comes to the new 
7000-series railcars, which are on 
track for 2014. When the media got 
a sneak peek of a full-scale mock- 
up Wednesday, general manager 
Richard Sarles did his best Vanna 
White impression to show off all 
the ways these new, shiny boxes 
will change lives. And save lives. 

Video arrival screens let pas- 
sengers know which stop is next 
and what transportation connec- 
tions are available. The nonslip 
flooring has red, white and blue 
speckles for patriotic flair. Cam- 
eras are ever 5 rwhere for safety. The 
stainless steel body is expected to 


fare better in a crash. 

What really got me going, how- 
ever, was the little stuff — like the 
lumbar support. The seats, cov- 
ered in a blue textured vinyl, curve 
gently and are tilted just so. The 
cushions have extra padding, and 
the indented seat backs give long- 
legged folks a wee bit more room, 
explained Metro chief of staff Bar- 
bara Richardson, who urged me 
to experience how pleasant it is to 
take a load off for a while. (It was.) 

The railcars of the future are 
also ready for those times you don’t 
get a seat, with poles that extend 
from the top of each row of seats. 
Not only does that mean that short 


folks like me don’t need to hang 
from above to keep our grip during 
a ride, it also encourages people to 
fill in the aisles instead of cluster- 
ing by the doors. (The lack of arm- 
rests makes for wider aisles, too.) 

One other favor- 
ite thing about the 
poles: They bend 
out slightly, so grab- 
bing one won’t put 
you practically on 
a stranger’s lap. 

Since some of 
these cars will even- 
tually be on the Sil- 
ver Line to Dulles, travelers will 
appreciate that the seats are canti- 
levered. With the empty space along 
the floor of the car, passengers can 
store luggage, and cops can quickly 
glance down the length of a car.

As far as the high-tech stuff 
goes, it’s nice to have screens and 
LCD maps that let you know how 
many stops until your destination. 
I nodded with recognition when 
Richardson admitted she some- 
times uses the peer-through-the- 
window-and-crane-your-neck-to- 
see-the-station-sign strategy. 

What’s really got the gee-whiz 
factor is the door technology. 
Unlike the old railcars, which force 
operators to open all of the doors 
whenever something is blocking 
any of them, these newfangled 
things can pinpoint the problem 
and open and shut just that one 
door. If the culprit is tiny — say, a 
penny or button — the door can 
even push it out of the way. 

I see only one potential 
drawback to having fewer door- 
related delays: We won’t get to sit as 
long.

Brown, Grosso Make It Personal 


At-large candidates 
hammer each other 
on televised debate 

Washington 

D.C. Councilman Michael A. Brown 
on Thursday made an opponent’s 
prior arrest for possessing mari- 
juana an issue in the campaign, 
accusing challenger David Gros- 
so of trying to conceal his nearly 
20 -year-old criminal record. 

During a televised debate on 
“NewsTalk with Bruce DePuyt,” 
Brown, I-at large, mentioned 
Grosso’s 1993 arrest for marijuana 
possession several times as both 


sparred over ethics and character, 
including Brown’s failure to pay his 
taxes, mortgage and rent on time. 

The Washington Post reported a 
week ago that Grosso, an indepen- 
dent, was arrested in May 1993 in 
Okaloosa County, Fla., on a misde- 
meanor marijuana charge. 

Grosso, 22 at the time, said 
he plead guilty to possessing less 
than 2 grams of marijuana while 
on a camping trip and paid a fine. 
Grosso, an attorney and former 
council staffer, described the arrest 
as a “turning point” in his life and 
maintains he has not used drugs 
since then. 

Brown, the son of the late com- 
merce secretary Ronald H. Brown,

said the focus should remain on 
his legislative record, including his 
push to maintain social services, 
build more affordable housing and 
get local companies to hire more 
District residents. 

“My public trust has never 
been called into question,” 
Brown said during the debate.

In April 2010, the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service filed a $50,000 
lien against Brown for failure to pay 
income taxes dating to 2004. Most re- 
cently, Brown reported Sept. 10 that 
he needed to adjust his campaign re- 
ports to account for $113,950 in “un- 
explained expenditures" that nearly 
wiped out his campaign account, 
leaving him with about $18,000 as of 
Aug.lO.

Liver failure caused by an insuffi- 
cient supply of oxygen caused the 
death of the giant panda cub last 
month at the National Zoo, offi- 
cials said Thursday. 

Chief veterinarian Suzan Mur- 
ray said a necropsy showed the tiny 
cub’s lungs were not fully formed. 
That impeded the flow of oxygen, 
leading to liver necrosis, or the 
death of liver cells. 

Murray said it was possible the 
cub had been born prematurely, but 
it is difficult to determine exactly 
when the embryo was formed. The 
animal’s birth Sept. 16 came as 
something of a surprise, because a 
pregnancy had not been confirmed. 

Zoo officials said the cub had 
fluid in its abdomen, and its liver 
was hard in some places, probably

When Maryland’s Dexter McDou- 
gle launched himself over the line 
of scrimmage on fourth down to 
stop a Wake Forest running back 
who had to gain only a couple of 
inches to reach the end zone, it was 
a game changer. 

When Demetrius Hartsfield and 
Kenneth Tate sacked the Demon 
Deacons’ quarterback on consec- 
utive plays in the final minutes, it 
was essentially a game ender. 

Last Saturday, those plays — 
and a slew of others just a bit less 
prominent — secured Maryland’s 
third victory and locked down the 
defense’s status as one of the best 


in the country, just a year removed 
from being one of the worst. 

The defense has compensated 
for a fledgling offense overloaded 
with freshmen and helped the Ter- 
rapins (3-2, 1-0 ACC) win three of 
their first five games, already more 
than last season’s two-win total. 


Entering Saturday’s road game 
against border-rival Virginia (2-4, 
0-2 ACC), Maryland’s defense is 
allowing just 257.2 yards per game, 
second only to No. 6 Florida State 
in the ACC and seventh nationally. 

Last week. Wake Forest com- 
pleted just 13 of 38 pass attempts 


and averaged just 2.4 yards per 
carry on the ground. “Defensively, 
we are playing with a lot of confi- 
dence,” coach Randy Edsall said. 
“We have some moxie.” 

A year ago, the Terrapins transi- 
tioned to a 3-4 defense under coor- 
dinator Todd Bradford, but mostly 
it didn’t take, and Bradford was not 
retained.

Edsall credits the success to the 
one thing that eluded him most dur- 
ing his first season in College Park: 

“Anytime you are suc- 
cessful, it is because, number one, 
everyone is buying into what you are 
doing and believes your philosophy,”

A District Law helped 
tenants at the Norwood 
take charge of their homes 


Tenant Rights 

Silvia Salazar didn’t expect tenant orga- 
nizing to change her life. She just want- 
ed to rid her decaying apartment com- 
plex of bedbugs, black mold and rats. 
The 36-year-old ended up empowering 
her neighbors to advocate for themselves 
and, ultimately, become proud owners of 
their own building. 

For years, Salazar’s calls and letters to 
the management company of her 1930s- 
era Logan Circle building went unan- 
swered. In October 2005, she decided to 
take action. She met with a handful of 
renters in the laundry room to discuss 
their home’s flaws. 

Over the next six years, the group formed 
a tenant association and waged a legal bat- 
tle to purchase their seven-story, 84-unit 
building, now the Norwood Cooperative

(1417 N St. NW). 

Salazar and her neighbors were 
able to buy their homes because of 
D.C.’s Tenant Opportunity to Pur- 
chase Act, or TOPA. 

The hardest part of the TOPA 
process, says Salazar, now co-pres- 
ident of Norwood’s cooperative 
board, was persuading the ten- 
ants to organize. Even communi- 
cation was a hurdle in a building 
whose residents speak English, 
Spanish, a native Guatemalan dia- 
lect and Arabic. 

By purchasing the building in 
July 2011, she says, Norwood helped 
preserve affordable housing in a 
neighborhood where luxury apart- 
ments are becoming the norm. 

“When a building goes up for 
sale in D.G., there’s a risk and an 
opportunity,” says Earah Eosse of

the Latino Economic Development 
Center, who helps tenants through 
the TOPA process. “If tenants do 
nothing, the new owner could try 
to get rid of affordability.” 

TOPA gives tenants the right 
to turn their building into a resi- 
dent-owned cooperative or condo. 
Or tenants could partner with a 
third-party management firm to 
become partial owners and keep 
the building as a rental, or work 
with that firm to convert it to a 
co-op or condo. A third option: 



D.C.: A Tenant-Friendly City 

Farah Fosse, of the Latino Economic Development 
Center, wants to educate D.C. tenants about the strength 
of the city’s tenant-rights laws. 

“D.C. has the best tenant-rights laws in the country, but 
we realize that they don’t mean anything if people don’t 
know them and don’t have access to actually exercise 
them," she says. 

Her office is trying to make sure people have that 
access. “Funding organizations to go and do the on-the- 
ground work is how we make sure people really know and 
understand these laws." 

Fosse also noted that TOPA applies to any rental unit in 
D.C., including homes and rowhouses. 

Beyond TOPA, D.C. also passed the Tenant Right to 


Organize Amendment in 2006, which allows tenants 
to pass out leaflets and organize in their building, and 
provides protections if a landlord tries to stop them from 
doing so. 

Jonathan Strong, a former attorney for the U.S. 
Department of Housing, helped write the Tenant Right 
to Organize law. He said that although many apartment 
buildings in D.C. are rent-controlled, the additional tenant 
laws are still sometimes necessary. 

“It’s very, very strong protection if you live in a rent- 
controlled building, in theory, but that doesn’t mean 
that your rights are not violated, and if they are violated, 
you have to often take action yourself or with a tenant 
association," he says, (r.k.) 


Tenants can choose a third-party 
firm to buy the building and rent 
it to them with a contract stipulat- 
ing improvements and stable rent. 

The Norwood tenants chose the 
first option but couldn’t afford the 
building’s $9.7 million price tag, 
so they got a loan from the D.G. 
Department of Housing and Gom- 
munity Development. 

Today, conditions are improv- 
ing. The cooperative has hired an 
exterminator, nicknamed “The 
King Rat Killer.” They’ve contract- 
ed with an architectural firm to 
deal with fixing water leaks and 
upgrading the 80-year-old eleva- 
tor. They’re also raising $4 million 
to rehabilitate the building and add 
a child care center. 

Across town at Capitol Park Tow- 
ers (301 G St. SW), which went up 
for sale in March, tenants are in the 
midst of their own TOPA process. 

Arlena Chaney, president of the 
New Capitol Park Towers Tenant 
Association, describes the process 
as “exhilarating and exhausting.” 
A major challenge is the strict time 
frames tenant associations must 
abide by to register with the city. 

Despite the challenges, Chaney 
says TOPA offers the “opportunity 
of a lifetime to purchase your own 
building or to have a say-so in the 
direction of your building.” 

Likewise, Salazar says that if 
Norwood can succeed with the 
TOPA process, anyone can. “In 
a building that has had as many 
maintenance issues as us, where 
we speak many languages, the 
fact that we could organize and get 
around to doing it shows that it’s 
possible in any building in D.C.”

As co-host of TLC’s “What Not to 
Wear,” Stacy London isn’t afraid to 
call out an ill-fitting pair of pants 
or some god-awful shoes. Her tell- 
it-like-it-is approach is all about 
helping people look and feel their 
best. In her new book, “The Truth 
About Style” ($33, Viking), London 
helps nine real women struggling 
with common wardrobe challenges 
(e.g., being petite, getting older). 

What’s the difference between 
fashion and style? 

Fashion is the industry that we 
look at and can be intimidated by, 
or participate in and feel like we’re 
never good enough. Style is about 
not comparing yourself to other 
people. It’s taking a nice, realistic 
look at who you are, assessing the 
things you don’t love about your- 
self, and starting from there. 


Why do women need a style? 

Think of your style as a calling 
card for who you are, a gateway 
to opportunity. There are so many 
things in life that we can’t control. 
Why not take control of something 
easy and get some joy out of the 
way you can make yourself feel? 

In the book, you tell women to 
accept themselves as they are 
before getting dressed. 

If you’re not working with what’s 
there, you’re dressing in a way 
that’s ill-fitting or there’s a discon- 
nect with your personality. Try- 
ing to dress like you’re 20 years 
younger or 20 pounds thinner is 
not where or who you are. 

What’s a big roadblock when 
women go clothes shopping? 

The idea of being psychologically 


attached to a number, whether it’s 
your age or on a scale or on a size 
label, will get in the way of your 
being able to enjoy fashion. 

What role do our emotions play 
in how we dress? 

We do a lot of that compare-and- 
despair stuff. The fact is, we get 
down on ourselves for any number 
of reasons. In a culture that prizes 
beauty and youth and wealth over 
anything else, we wind up compar- 
ing ourselves to unrealistic stan- 
dards instead of being proud of 
who we are.

Are there any key pieces all 
women need in their closets? 

I believe in the power of three. If 
you’re doing separates, you create 
a complete outfit by having a jack- 
et, cardigan or a statement piece 
of jewelry.

Dear Manolo 
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Use fabric to personalize your pad, no sewing or big bucks needed 

It used to be that customizing your nest with fabric — upholstery, curtains and 
bedding — meant shelling out for an interior designer or trawling Craigslist until 
the ideal, mint-green, mid-century modern sofa showed up. But an explosion of 
DIY tools (online tutorials, more readily available textiles) and easier and cheaper 
ways to hire pros mean that even non-hedge-fund managers can afford to move 
beyond Crate & Barrel comforters and white Ikea chairs. 

“Fabric gives you a unique look,” says L.A.-based designer Kyle Schuneman, 
author of the new book “The First Apartment: Cool Design for Small Spaces” ($25, 
Clarkson Potter). “It’s not like, ‘Hey, I have that chair, too!’ Choosing your own fab- 
ric and upholstery sets you apart and tells your own story.” Here are some ideas to 
get you started — whether you can sew or not. beth luberecki (for express) 


No-Sew Projects * 

Projects with punch — but 
no sewing skills required — 
include decking out a Lannp 
shade (all you need is glue, 
cloth and a plain shade) or 
re-covering the seat cushion 
of a dining chair or bench, 
sonnething you’ve probably 
seen countless tinnes on 
HGTV. “Just unscrew the seat 
bottom, drape the new fabric 
over the cushion, and use a 
staple gun [$20, hardware 
stores] to affix fabric to the 
cushion," says Shannon Hase, 
who runs Arlington-based 
Yuppie Decor (Yuppiedecor 
.com), a vintage furniture 
and furniture-rehabbing 
business, with her husband, 
Aaron. The same kind of 
technique also works to make 
a bed headboard from some 
plywood, foam, batting and 
your chosen fabric. 



Stitch Sessions 

Pillows are one of the easiest 
projects for novices. All they 
need is a little bit of simple 
stitching, which you can do 
by hand or with a sewing 
machine. Or go designer Kyle 
Schuneman’s route and use 
Stitch Witchery fabric tape, 
a fusible bonding web that 
can adhere two pieces of 
fabric together with a hot iron. 
Projects with straight lines 
and basic shapes are easiest 
for beginners; there’s only so 
much you can screw up. “Start 
with something simple like 
place mats, a table runner 
or napkins," says Francine 
Stroud, fabrics buyer at local 
sewing store chain G Street 
Fabrics.

I Unclipyour 
plastic blinds, 

pull them to their max- 
imum length and lay 
them on the ground. 



and make pinky-nail- 
sized dots every inch 
or so across the entire 
length of the top blind. 
Rotate blind by hand 
and adhere glue side to 
fabric. Work your way 
down, repeating this 
step on every blind. 



2 Create the 
skeleton that 
will hold your fabric 
in place. Leave every 
10th blind intact, but 
cut and remove the 
rest of the blinds from 
the fixture. Cut along 
both sides of the pulley 
system, but don’t cut 
the actual string. 



3 Spread your 
fabric on the 

floor, and place your 
blinds on top. They 
should still be pulled 
out to their maximum 
length. Cut fabric to 
fit your blinds with an 
extra 2-inch border all 
the way around. 



5 Wrap the 
extra 2 inch- 
es of fabric over the 
two long sides of your 
remaining blinds. This 
should create a clean 
edge down the entire 
length. Double-check 
for straightness, then 
glue folded-over fabric 
to edges of each blind. 



6 Don’t wrap 
fabric around 
the top or bottom of 
the blinds — they won’t 
work. Instead, fold fab- 
ric so the fold lines up 
with the top edge on 
top and the bottom 
edge below. Glue along 
fold, and stick it directly 
to the front of the blind. 
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OR, CALL IN THE (CHEAPER) PROS 

Still, turning Great-aunt Evie’s Victorian wing chair into something 
more downtown D.C. than “Downton Abbey” might require home- 
ec skills you don’t have. “Reupholstery is kind of a science,” designer 
Kyle Schuneman says. “For things that take a lot of wear, if you don’t 
do it right, they’ll be loose and saggy and look like a sad muumuu.” 

And upholstery can be pricey, costing around $1,000 for a sofa, 
depending on the fabric you choose and the labor involved. But if 
you score a neat bar stool or love seat with good lines on Craigs- 
list or at Miss Pixie’s, it might still be less expensive — and cooler 
— to rehab it than rolling into Pottery Barn for a beige sectional. 

For simple projects — pillows, a shower curtain —you can buy 
material and hit up the dry cleaner (just give very specific direc- 
tions and bring your own pillow insert, sold at West Elm, Pottery 
Barn or fabric stores). Stitching up a l6-by-l6 pillow should cost $20 
to $30. Many Etsy merchants also offer to-order work; just search 
with the words of what you’re seeking — “custom dust ruffle” or 
“custom toaster cover,” etc. 


For simple chair re-covering, Shannon and Aaron Hase of Yuppie 
Decor (pictured with one of the chairs they’ve redone) do fabric consultations ($25 
online, $80 in person) to help people pick the perfect preppy stripe or mod geometric. 
“Someone tells us what their lifestyle is, what kind of wear the fabric is going to get, 
and we help them select fabric," Shannon says. They’ll also re-cover chairs ($25-$35 
each) and benches and sew pillows ($30 and up) and custom curtains. 


You can also order custom cushions through Cushion Source 
(Cushionsource.com), which is particularly good at patio furni- 
ture pillows. Custom window treatments can be bought through 
the Shade Store (Theshadestore.com) or Smith -i- Noble (Smithand 
noble.com). 

Many professional upholsterers operate in the area. We’ve had 
good luck with G Street and Rockville’s Urban Castle Interior 
Solutions. The latter, which tends to be less expensive than aver- 
age, charges $520 to reupholster a club chair and $900 for a sofa, 
which doesn’t include the cost of the fabric. That can be worth it if 
you have a well-made older piece. “The old cliche is true; they did 
build things better years ago,” says Paul Carter, co-owner of Urban 
Castle. Another source: the just-launched, local Estateofthenation 
.com, where Kathy Kunkel deals in re-covered vintage seats. “Own- 
ing a staple gun is so much fun,” she says. 


BE A CLOTH HORSE 

Looking for a tweed for your armchair 
or a floral for a lamp shade? Match the 
type of fabric to its use: thicker fabric 
for upholstery, lighter linens or cottons 
for curtains. Pillows can be made from 
almost anything— faux fur, an old 
sweater, flannel. Fabrics are generally 
priced by the yard, with costs varying 
greatly, from several dollars a yard for 
remnants to more than $100 a yard for 
velvets. So where do you find it?

Locally, you can buy 
upholstery and craft 
fabrics at G Street Fabrics 
(Gstreetfabrics.com), Calico 
Corners (Calicocorners 
.com) and Jo-Ann Fabric and 
Craft Stores (joann.com).

Elm (Westelm.com) also 
sell material by the yard.

You don’t even have to purchase 
things by the bolt. Old tablecloths 
can turn into seat cushions, and 
vintage curtains can be sewn in 
to pillows. Katie Briscoe, who 
writes the local blog DIY Del Ray 
(Diydelray.com) with Leslie Duss, 
has used bathmats to cover 
cushions. “Go to a thrift store and 
find a great, big pair of jeans and 
make it into pillows,’’ she says.

It Ain’t Pretty 

“How to Survive a Plague” has 

had its D.C. release date moved 
back what feels like 15 or 20 times. 

I conducted my interview with the 
director last spring, and with every 
delay, I wondered if the documentary 
about the early days of AIDS was 

It finally opens 
today, and now I think 
the timing couldn't 
be more perfect. 
Because now it's 
October, and we're all 
being reminded that 
we can help cure breast cancer by 
buying yogurt. 

“How to Survive" concentrates 
not on the period when AIDS activist 
groups started, but the period when 
they started being effective. They 
went from writing letters and sending 
petitions to doing things like storming 
church services and the lobbies of 
drug companies. They got press. They 
got attention. And they got stuff done. 

What “How to Survive" teaches 
is that being polite doesn't cut it. 

Then, AIDS was ignored because it 
was a “gay disease," and that meant 
it didn't belong in public discourse. 
Now, breast cancer is acceptable to 
talk about, but only because it's been 
turned into something pretty and pink. 

Maybe women and those who 
love them don't need to get arrested 
for trespassing in order to get more 
funding to those who look for a cure — 
but what we can learn from “How to 
Survive" is that politely pinkwashing 
the issue might not lead to anything.

“Argo,” a captivating, expertly 
machined political thriller, jumps 
through every hoop the “film is 
dead” naysayer can set up: It’s seri- 
ous and substantive, an ingeniously 
written and executed drama fash- 
ioned from a fascinating, little- 
known chapter of recent history.

starting with an efficient, boldly 
graphic prologue explaining the 
roots of the Iranian Islamic revolu- 
tion and putting viewers inside the 
U.S. Embassy in Tehran when it is 
stormed in November 1979. 

Once Mendez hits on the movie 
idea, “Argo” goes to Hollywood, 
where a makeup man Qohn Good- 
man) and a producer (Alan Arkin) 
advise Mendez on how to set up a 
phony movie — a shockingly easy feat 
in a town where, as Arkin’s charac- 
ter observes, “people lie for a living.” 

Mendez refines the plan until 
he’s ready to take it live, at which 
point “Argo” suddenly but seam- 
lessly switches back to a taut thriller. 

“The whole country is watching 
you, they just don’t know it,” says 
Mendez’s boss, played by Bryan 
Cranston. The neat trick that Affleck 
pulls off is making “Argo” play like 
a real-time nail-biter, even if most 
viewers already know the outcome. 

“Argo” deserves to find the dis- 
cerning audience it’s been made for: 
If we buy tickets, that means more 
smart, sophisticated filmmaking — 
and less Stalingrad — for all of us.

‘Seven Psychopaths' 
finds humor in spite 
of its many excesses 

Film Review 

Sam Rockwell delivers a soaring, 
scene-stealing performance as a 
verbose criminal low-life in “Seven 
Psychopaths,” a toxic little bauble 
of Hollywood gestures, cliches 
and tropes. 

As Billy Bickle, a Los Ange- 
les dog-napper who aspires to be 
a screenwriter, Rockwell doesn’t 
just hold his own with such oxy- 
gen-sucking talent as Colin Farrell, 
Christopher Walken and Woody 
Harrelson. He takes firm posses- 
sion of the screen, infusing his 
character with so much impish- 
ly inspired derangement that he 
almost succeeds in making “Seven 


Psychopaths” transcend itself as a 
glib, self-referential genre exercise. 
Almost. 

As the latest hyper-talky, super- 
stylized, smart-but- shallow film 


from Anglo-Irish playwright Martin 
McDonagh, “Seven Psychopaths” 
serves as a perfectly serviceable 
follow-up to “In Bruges,” the simi- 
larly erudite, aggressively funny and 


essentially vapid hit-man adventure 
he directed in 2008. In that film, 
Farrell played a rookie assassin 
who, at one point, shoots a young 
man in the eye. 

“Seven Psychopaths” takes up 
almost literally where that scene 
leaves off, as two anonymous hit 
men — played by Michael Stuhl- 
barg and Michael Pitt — discuss 
their boss, who has ordered them 
to shoot both eyes of their female 
victim. “I’ve got one exact word for 
that,” one of them says. “Overkill.” 

That could well be the one exact 
word for “Seven Psychopaths,” in 
which a screenwriter named Marty 
(Farrell) starts writing a movie 
called “Seven Psychopaths,” hav- 
ing been inspired by a story told 
to him by his friend Billy. While 
Marty tries to dream up six more 
homicidal maniacs, Billy and his 
partner in crime, Hans (Walken)

embark on their daily scam, kid- 
napping dogs and pocketing the 
reward money.

Trafficking in the larky dark 
humor of the Coen brothers and the 
heedless, whiz-bang movie-worship 
of Quentin Tarantino, McDonagh 
clearly is an astute student of Hol- 
lywood’s first lesson: When asked 
to choose between having your 
cake and eating it too, just say yes.

If only more people had seen Gavin 
O’Connor’s “Warrior,” then maybe 
we could’ve been spared “Here 
Comes the Boom.” 

The plot of the 2011 mixed-mar- 
tial arts drama and Kevin James’ 
recent knockoff are too similar to 
ignore the comparison. In each, a 
blue-collar science teacher must 
raise a significant amount of cash or 
he’ll lose something valuable. Ignor- 
ing the advice of those around him, 
the timid educator enrolls in ama- 
teur mixed martial arts fights. He 
once fought in college, and even the 
loser takes home more prize money 
than a classroom teacher earns in 
a week. Only he doesn’t lose. He 
wins, climbing the ranks until he 
has earned a shot at a pro fight — 
and a massive payday.

inventiveness and visual pizzazz, a.h. 
THE MASTER (R, 137 minutes) It’s the 
end of World War II, and sailor Freddie 
(Joaquin Phoenix) hits the road, finally 
stowing away, drunk, on a party boat 
under the command of Lancaster Dodd 
(Philip Seymour Hoffman). Seeing 
that Freddie has been on a bender, he 
announces that the younger man is 
“aberrated," a disjointed state of being 
that Lancaster seeks to mend by way 
of his self-styled religion, the Cause. 
They enter an alternately symbiotic 
and dramatically dysfunctional rela- 
tionship, observed from an intimate 
distance by Lancaster’s all-seeing wife, 
Peggy (Amy Adams).

YouTube Is the Ticket 

The site streams this 
weekend's Austin City 
Limits Music Festival 


Online 

Music festivals are booming, and so 
is one alternative to paying soaring 
ticket prices to spend a long week- 
end packed among 50,000 or more 
concertgoers: watching the perfor- 
mances online for free. 

At the Austin City Limits Music 
Festival, about a third of the nearly 
130 bands on a lineup that includes 
the Red Hot Chili Peppers, the Black 
Keys and Jack White will have their 
sets broadcast on YouTube. That’s 
a record for the three-day festival 
that starts Friday. (Live stream- 
ing begins at 2:30 p.m. at Youtube, 
com/aclfestival.) Just six years ago 
organizers began webcasting with 
a single feed and struggled to per- 
suade artists to participate. 

The same was once true at Bonn- 
aroo and Lollapalooza. But as Aus- 
tin City Limits marks the unofficial

end of the big-festival calendar in 
the U.S., this year might also go 
down as the year when live-streams 
started crossing into mainstream. 

Take the year’s most talked- 
about performance: Tupac Shakur 
rising from the dead as a hologram 
at the Coachella Valley Music and 
Arts Festival in a resurrection that 
was live-streamed from California 
and talked about around the world. 

Promoters aren’t trying to sell 
live-streaming as a substitute for 


theyou-had-to-be-there experience 
of concerts. Nor do live-steams pose 
any threat to attendance or profits. 

But festival live-streaming has 
come a long way in a short time, 
even by technology standards. 
According to Courtney Truck- 
sess, director of sponsorship for 
C3 Presents, which puts on Lolla- 
palooza and Austin City Limits, the 
number of live-stream viewers has 
climbed into the “high millions.”
